WASHINGTON, Jtin. 9 (U.B— Rep. Franda Case. B., S. D., today introduced a blU that 
would authorize the government to obtain injunctions against strikes which endanger the 
public welfare — an issue now before the supremo court in the government's contempt case 
against John L. Lewis. 

Cose, author of tho anti-strike bill vetoed by President . 
Truman lost year, sold the injunctions could bo issued with- 
out the government taking the preliminary step of selzinir 
a struck industry. 

His new measure would authorize the attorney general to 
apply for an injunction in strikes "in essential monopolized 
service or Industry" which endanger tho public welfare. 

But tho Injunction could be used only when other methods v 
of strike settlement have been- tried and failed. 
The far-reaching bill also wotildj 

1. Grant individual states unquestioned authority to out- 
law closed shop contracts. 

2. Amend the national labor relations act to make It pos- 
sible for employes to be dted.

While InttUguraJ uddreMcs don't necesaarlly 
mean much, any more than campaign plat- 
forms. Gov. C. A. Boblna was quite right In 
rcmlndlnB the 29th Icglsluturc thiit problems 
of "great scope" arc coiifrontliiR the .state. 

AlthouRh the new Bovcrnor was not quite 
50 specUlc us wo hoped he would hnvc been 
concerning such thlnRS as the need for re- 
organization In our law enforcement and 
state highway departmenUs, It may be that he 
has every intention ol forcing a showdown 
nlong these lines. 

iHc was outapoken In his condemnation of 
'sloppy law enforcement In Idaho and In 6e- 
mondlng repeal ot the 1B45 act by which slot 
machines wore "leBallred" In the state. Xhe 
slot machine racket In our so-called "non- 
prollt" clubs Is a farce anyway you look at It, 
It domonatrates the extent to which' we have 
gono In trying to stretch our laws, rather 
than In attempting to enforce them. 

Although we do not know Oovcmor Robins 
too well, wc are Inclined to believe he has 
been sincere In his avowsd purpose of bring- 
ing about greater efficiency in state govern- 
ment and greater respect for law enforce- 
ment. 

Democrats and Republicans alike have 
been responsible for prevailing political con- 
ditions in Idaho. Both have tolerated the 
same practices and abuses. It has been noth- 
ing more than a cue ot who was In and who 
was out. 

Oovernor Robins Is In a unique position, 
however. If he Ia conscientiously desirous of 
changing all these conditions for the better. 
He owes the "big wigs" in the Republican 
party nothing because they didn't go out of 
their way to get him elected.

Tuesday night, however, the same evening 
It became known that work on the road had 
been stopped, the Southern Idaho Fish and 
Game association held Its annual meeting. 
Strangely enough, nothing was said at this 
meeting about the road In question, which 
demonstrates the extent to which the sports- 
*men are Interested In Its completion. 

If there Is any doubt In anyone's mind 
about the country this road would serve, let 
him drive to the crest of Clear Lakes grade 
and give It the once-over. He would perhaps 
wonder how such projects can bo undertaken 
when Important and neglected stretches of 
- road throughout the state are not being re 
paired or rebuilt.
